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Beckham Tells Commission Farm Center 


Like Hog Pen 


Arena Looks 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, November 13, at the 
courthouse annex in Enterprise 
and heard Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham declare “The arena 
at the Farm Center looks like 
a hog pen!” 

“T went to the Farm Center 
he other day and was shocked 
at the condition of the arena, 
The trash was either left on 
the arena floor or just piled - 
up in a corner, The whole 
place looks like a hog pen, 
The arena needs to be clean- 
ed after every event, not ‘a 
week later, No wonder they’ve 
got rats- the place is a mess,” 

“The restrooms are also 
filthy and the toilets need re- 
pairing,” continued Beckham, 
“I was ashamed of the build- 


- ing.” 


Commissioner Reeves 
spoke up, saying, ‘Ifthe Wrest- 
ling Association can’t clean up 
the place, we should run them 
outl’’ ’ 

“I went by today (Monday),’’ 
stated Commissioner Gilmer 
Grant, ‘‘and it was unbeliev- 
able, The building was a mess, 
It was disgraceful.’”” 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well said, ‘If they won’t keep 
it clean and won’t pay to have 
it cleaned, we’ll have to ask 
them to move out,’’ 


After a lengthy discussion, 


the commission agreed that’ 
some action must be taken and 
instructed Commissioner Bout- 
well to contact the wrestling 
officials and try to get some- 
thing done. 

The bi-monthly meeting act- 
ually began at 10:00 a.m., with 
all the commissioners present, 
Present were Gilmer Grant, 
Rex Boutwell, Jack Hornsby, 
Don Smith, Max Reeves and 
Bennie Beckhain, Also pre- 
sent were Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, Clerk 
Brunease Winston and County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins, 


The meeting’s first order 
of business was to open pro- 
posals on updating tax maps 
and property appraisal work. 
Only one bid was received for 
the updating of tax maps, and 
it was $20,625 from Southern 
Cadastral. 

Submitting bids for apprais- 
al work were Southern Cadas- 
tral - $22,500; Jerry Smith- 
$30,000; and Coston Bar- 


low - $14,500, 
Tax Assessor Mac McKinney 
asked the commission to “hire

sible, There are over 3,500 
changes to be made on property 
cards, and it needs to be done 
now.” 


A representative of South- 
ern Cadastral was present and 
told the commission that the 
county has a lot of money tied 
up in tax records, but stated, 
“Due to a lack of updating the 
cards, all you have is a pile 
of junk,” 

The commission decided to 
check with the State Department 
of Revenue on whether or not 
all bidders are approved be- 
fore awarding a contract, 

County Attorney Warren 
Rowe addressed the commis- 
sion and reported on the re- 
sults of his meeting with legal 
representatives of Solid Waste 
Enterprises, ‘I have worked 
with the lawyers for quite a 
while and I feel: we’ve got a 
proposal that is fair to every- 
one,” 

The new agreement would 
call for a fee of $4 per con- 
tainer, per pickup, instead of 
the present rate of 75¢ per 
cubic yard, Solid Waste Ent- 
erprises reported its expen- 
ses were $1092 a month, 
while their total billing was 
only $1084 a month, Under 
the new agreement, the com- 
pany would continue to lease 
258 containers from the county, 
but would now have total con- 
trol over the remaining con- 
tainers, 


“All this does,” said Rowe, 


‘is get the county out of the 
container business, The total 
cost will be $4 per pickup and 
the people will know the total 
cost. There will be no hidden 
charges,” 

The Commission discussed 
the matter, but took no action 
and made no promise to do 


anything, 


Judge Sawyer presented the 
Commission with a letter from 
the Coffee County Bar Asso- 
ciation which stated the local 
Bar Association was interest- 
ed in seeking an end to the 
courthouse problem, The law~ 
yers united and passed a reso- 
lution that asked the commis- 
sion to build a new courthouse 
in Enterprise and remodel the 
one in Elba, 

Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby asked ‘‘Are they 
going to buy the land to put 
it on?” 

“T will act as a spokesman 
for the lawyers,” said Warren 


Rowe, ‘‘and we feel since there 
will never be one courthouse, 
we should fix what we have,” 

The Commission agreed to 
meet with the Bar Assoviation, 
but again failed to make a 
Statement concerning the al- 
ways controversial issue. 


Judge Gary McAliley met 
with the Commission and dis- 
cussed a Youth Diagnostic and 
Detention Center to be built 
in the area, 

“1 met with Federal LEPA 
Officials last week, and they 
are considering buildinga Youth 
Diagnostic and Detention Cen- 
ter,’ said McAliley, “The 
building would cost $500,000, 
and would house 18 juveniles, 
It was agreed that Coffee 
County would be the ideal 
location and the facility wouldn’t 
cost the county one cent, At 
the meeting, other city and 
county officials made their 
offers in hopes of getting the 
facility, but no one was there 
from Coffee County,” 

“However, it’s not too late,” 
Said McAliley. ‘We shouldtake 
advantage of this opportunity, 
We now have 7 juveniles in the 
county jail because we have no 
place to put them. We haven’t 
been sued yet, but 1 warn you, 
the day is coming, All it will 
take to get the facility is your 
time. I urge you to work hard 
and get it.’ fi aad 

Tim Byrd, the county’s Youth 
Services Director, added, 
“Funds are available, andsince 
Coffee County is in the center 
of the area, it has a good 
chance to get the facility.” 

The Commission told Byrd 
it would offer a 10-acre plot 
of land on Highway 84 in Elba 
to LEPA, on which the facility 
could be built. The Commis- 
sion also went on record as 
being open to offer other sites 
if the one offered wouldn’t be 


acceptable, 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins addressed the Com- 
mission and reported: 


***Plans were progressing for 
reworking the dirt roads in a 
Subdivision across from Mc- 
Cali’s Store in the Shiloh Com- 
munity.

The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board opened bids Tues- 
day night on the purchase of 
three economy vehicles, Two 
of the small trucks will be used 
by the meter readers and the 
other by Superintendent Ed 
Compton, 

‘Low bidaer on the three 
vehicles was Cook Chevrolet 
with a total bid of $12,211.30, 
The only other bidder was 
Frank Ashe Ford who offered 
several alternates, His low- 
est combination to meet bid 
specifications was for 
$13,374.53, 

The bids called for either 
1978 or 1979 trucks and spe- 
cified no preference, as long 
as the vehicles were new and 
carried the new vehicle war- 
ranty, The motion to buy was

THANKSGIVING 
Each November Americans 
begin to eagerly look forward 


to the holiday season. We 
also get a little nostalgic and 
try to remember what we 
learned in school about the 
first Thanksgiving. 

The first Thanksgiving, 
celebrated in 1621, is often 
depicted as a lavish feast. This 
is probably more fantasy than 
fact. The early pilgrims were 
very conservative, had few 
possessions, and had nearly ex- 
hausted their supplies brought 
from England, They served 
more food at their Thanksgiv- 
ing meal than their ordinary 
daily fare, but it was by no 
means a “‘feast.’’ 

Later, Thanksgiving was 
truly celebrated by feasting. 
The Puritans in New England 
refused to celebrate Christmas 
because of their rebellion ag- 
ainst the Church of England, 
and Thanksgiving, the totally 
American holiday, became a 
principal celebration. How- 
ever, it wasn’t until 1863 that 
President Lincoln officially 
proclaimed the last Thursday 
in November as Thanksgiving 
Day and a national holiday. 

A number of foods served 
today were probably served at 
the first Thanksgiving dinner- 
corn, cranberries, sweet poe 
tatoes. squash, and beans. Tur- 
key was not served at the first 
Thanksgiving dinner, but there 
was a generous supply of game 
and fish. 


FAST FOOD MEALS—NUTRIL- 
TIOUS? 

Recent studies have indi- 
cated that by 1980, Americans 
will be eating half their meals 
outside the home. Many of 
those meals will be eaten in 
fast food restaurants. This 
is not surprising since we see 
numerous new fast food restau- 
rants being built in convenient 
locations, the food is filling, 
and it’s relatively inexpensive. 

The results of a recept 
study conducted by Howard 
Appledorf showed that all fast 
foods contained nutrients in 
some quantity, Hamburger 
meals, chicken dinners and 
pizza contained high protein 
levels, 

Another significant finding 
from the study was that ‘‘typi- 
cal’ fast food meals were too 
high in calories for the amount 
of nutrients provided, The 
fast food tended to contain 
more fats and carbohydrates 
than are needed at one meal, 
Also, they were low in a few 
vitamins and minerals, espec- 
ially Vitamin C and iron.

SOILS AND SEPTIC TANKS 

A septic tank can either 
give satisfactory use or be a 
disaster, depending on soi. 
types, according to W. B. Lin- 
gle, head of the U.S, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’ s Soil Con- 
‘servation in Alabama, 

“Rapid expansion inthe su- 
burbs and a new emphasis on 
rural living has greatly in- 
creased the number of 
septic tanks  andabsorption 
fields being installed’, Lingle 
said, ‘‘ although septic tank dis. 
posal systems have been in 
use for several decades in both 
rural and suburban commun- 
ities, many costly mistakes 
have been made that might 
have been avoided.’ 

The most satisfactory 
system probably is one in 
which the sewer line leads to 
an underground septic tank in 
the yard and the overflow dis-~ 
perses over a fairly large area 
through  draintile gravel, or 
perforated pipe. The tile or 
pipe is laid in trenches or in 
a seepage bed and covered with 
soil, The soil is planted to 
grass, and no part of the~- 
system is visible, 

“Such a system should func~ 
tion well for many years if 
properly installed and main- 
tained and if the soil in the 


disposal areas is satis- 
factory,’’ he explains, ‘‘If 
the soil is not satisfactory, 


the sewage disposal system will 
not work properly regardless 
of how well it is installed.’’ 

‘In planning a septic tank 
Sewage disposal system, first « 
find _ out if the soil can 
absorb the liquid sewage, or 
effluent, that flows from the 
septic tank. Some soils 
absorb effuent rapidly, others ! 
slowly.’’ 

“The effluent must be 
absorbed and filtered by the 
soil, otherwise, it may reach 
the surface s or may contam- 
inate ground water. Unfiltered 
sewage that reaches the sur- 
face smelis_ bad and attracts 
flies and insects, and can be 
the source of disease,’’ Lingle 
emphasized, 

‘Knowing the absorption 
capacity of the soil also helps 
you. determine the size of 
absorption field you need,’’ he 


continued. ‘‘The slower the 
rate of absorption, the larger 
the field you need. If the soil 
on your lot has a slow rate of 
absorption, you may need an 
absorption field larger than 
your lot. Local ordinances may 


prohibit your installing a sew- 

age system and thus prevent 
your building a house, and some 

soils, regardless of the size 
of the lot, are not suitable 

for use as septic tank absorp- 
tion fields,’’ 


In Coffee County, Orange- 
burg, Red Bay, Lucy and Troup 
soils are considered suitable 
for septic tank systems. Ac- 
cording to Lingle, a publish- 
ed soil survey can help in plan- 
ning a disposal system, This 
survey, now being published, 
includes descriptions of soils, 
interpretations of soil use, and 
maps showing the locations and 
extent of each kind of soil. In 
some places, the soil changes 
within the distance of a few 
feet. 

Before planning your sew- 
age disposal system, become 
familiar with the health regu- 
lations in Coffee County, the 
permit and inspection require- 
ments, and the penalties that 
may be imposed for violations. 
Such informs*‘»n is available 
from the cit or county plan- 
ning commision, health de- 
partment, extension specialist 
and state board of health. 

Further information is av- 
ailable in Agriculture Informa- 
tion Bulletin #349, published 
by SCS and entitled ‘‘Soil and 
Septec Tanks,’’ available from 
your local Soil Conservation
